A call for action on seniors' housing

The Town of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury held a special 
meeting of Committee of the 
Whole on June 18, on a spe¬ 
cial topic: Seniors Housing. 

Before an audience of 
about 20 interested residents, 
councillors heard a report on 
the work of the previous Sen¬ 


iors Housing Committee, 


the new committee's direc- 

CAO Geoff McKnight 
explained that, between 2011 
and 2014, the committee was 
busy with “information gath¬ 
ering" - identifying “what the 
needs of our community are, 
what the providers are out 
there, how best to match the 


needs with the providers.” 
The committee looked at eve¬ 
rything from continuum of 
care, to supportive housing 
and assisted living - “the range 
and types of housing that are 
best suited to seniors,” and 
came up with an inventory of 
properties that might be suited 
to housing geared to seniors.

Bradford residents have 
been warned to expect road 
construction, closures and 
detours in 2015 and 2016. 

One construction project 
recently underway is the recon¬ 
struction of Melbourne Drive, 
ftom Holland St to Lions Gate. 

It’s a critical stretch of 
roadway. A popular grocery 
store, Catholic high school, 
police station and fire sta¬ 
tion are all located within the 
construction zone. 

Bradford West Gwillim¬ 
bury Fire & Emergency Serv¬ 
ices, 75 Melbourne Drive, has 
come up with a contingency 
plan for the construction 
period, to ensure that vol¬ 
unteer firefighters can arrive 
and fire trucks leave the sta¬ 
tion without being tied up in 
construction. 

The contractor has cre¬ 
ated a temporary access 
at the rear of the fire sta¬ 
tion, and a new driveway 
that will access Davey Blvd. 
While Melbourne Drive is 
torn up in front of Fire & 
Emergency HQ, the trucks 
will be turned in their bays, 
and will leave from the back 
of the building, using the 
temporary road. 

“It’s going to have impact 
on us, probably the whole 
summer,” says Deputy Fire 
Chief Olaf Lamerz, noting 
that the department plans to 
be in “constant contact with 
the construction people” to 
ensure that volunteers and 
trucks are aware of which 
routes are open, and which 
are closed. 

But even with good planning, 
there may be some impact on 
response times, Lamerz says. 
"We'll try to respond as quickly 
as possible.” 

There will also be an 
impact on residents of Davey 
Blvd., and motorists using 
Agar Ave. The quiet resi¬ 
dential roads will become 
emergency routes during

the Melbourne St. construc¬ 
tion project, and residents 
are warned to watch for fire 

“There’s going to be a 
lot more noise,” Lamerz 
acknowledges, and vehicles 
speeding to emergency calls, 
lights flashing. 

trucks will be heading to 
Holland St., to respond to 
calls - although there are 
no lights at Davey. Again, 

“emergency traffic is going 
to be coming through at 
Davey and Holland, not at 


the lights where you usually 
see them,” Lamerz says. The 
town is planning to install 
signs warning of emergency 
vehicle access. 

The Melbourne Drive 
project is expected to be 
completed by September, in 
time for the start of the new 
school year. 

Construction will also have 
an impact on the BWG tran¬ 
sit system. Starting July 6, 
buses will no longer travel on 
Melbourne, but will detour 
around the construction zone, 
and utilize temporary bus 
stops on Holland St. West.

Building relationships 
through education 


B ack in 2001, the C.D. Howe 
Institute filed a report 
calling for a completely separate 
Aboriginal school system - one 
that would teach the curriculum, 
but also focus on aboriginal 
culture, and provide a kind of 
cocoon of support for First Nations 
children. 

More recendy, Susan Dion, 
Associate Professor of Education 
at York University supported 
the proposal of the Toronto 
District School board to create 
a kindergarten to Grade 12 First 
Nations school, that would 
address the feelings of alienation 
experienced by Aboriginal 
students, and the harmful 
stereotyping that can create a 
barrier to learning. 

That alienation is very real, but 
frankly, we feel that segregation 
of any kind - by color, gender or 
religion - is a step backwards. 

The late Jack MacFadden, long¬ 
time educator and advocate in 
Bradford, had a better idea. Jack 
felt that the best way to provide 
continuity of education for 
Aboriginal students, and better 
outcomes in high school, was 


to build respect for Aboriginal 
culture in mainstream schools, 
and ties between First Nations

Police service looks

The new South Simcoe Deputy Chief of 
Police Andrew Fletcher identified an area 
of concern, at the June 15 meeting of the 
Bradford West Gwillimbury-Innisfil Police 
Services Board: a surge in overtime. 

Although the South Simcoe Police Serv¬ 
ice is currently under budget overall, after 
five months of expenditures, Fletcher 
identified “substantial overtime dollars" 
amounting to $27,000 - mostly for traffic 
duty and collision reconstruction, filling 
supervisory shifts, K-9 unit call-outs, and 
training of new staff. 

“We are trying to curb some of that 
overtime, moving forward,” Deputy Chief 
Fletcher assured the board, while noting 
that the additional costs were more than 
offset by underspending in other areas. 

PSB vice chair Rod Hicks noted that

Walking the Spine of Bradford

The Active Transportation Com¬ 
mittee of Bradford West Gwillim- 
bury invited the public to “Walk 
the Spine” on June 20 - to try out 
the trail system that runs through 
the heart of Bradford, providing an 
urban multi-use link that includes 
not only sidewalks, but wild valley- 

The committee organized the 
hike to promote Parks and Rec¬ 
reation Month in June, but also to 
promote the town's expanding trail 
system, and active transportation 
as part of a healthy lifestyle.
